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A Successful Life 


(Baccalaureate sermon delivered to the 1949 Lee College graduating class on Sunday 
morning, May 22, in Lee College Auditorium, by Rev. Zeno C. Tharp, Assistant General 
Overseer.

Mr. President, members of the board, 
faculty, graduating class, students, 
and friends, I am indeed happy to be 
here on an occasion like this to en- 
joy it with you. It did my heart good 
to see this group of graduates as they 
marched forward here after having 
spent months, even years, in this 
school and are now about to receive 
their awards. 

To us who have been associated 
with the school and know something 
about it, there is always a feeling that 
is hard to describe when you come 
back and mingle with the students. 
Some of you I know and some of you 
I do not know. 

I have chosen for my subject “A 
Successful. Life.” I should like to call 
your attention to two verses in the 
twelfth chapter of Luke, verses fifteen 
and twenty-three: “And he said unto 
them, Take heed, and beware of 
covetousness: for a man’s life con- 
sisteth not in the abundance of the 
things which he possesseth. The life 
is more than meat, and the body is 
more than raiment.” 

I have been called upon by the Pre- 
sident of this college to bring to you 
the baccalaureate message, and I come 
as a minister called upon to preach a 
gospel sermon rather than an educa- 
tional address. I want to speak as I 
would wish I had spoken should the 
Lord come at the close of this service. 
I want to give you honest and sincere 
advice in such a way that should you, 
by any chance, later on in life decide 
to follow any of this advice, it will 
lead you to a successful life, a life 
of happiness, a life of joy and peace. 

You have finished your formal 
education here ‘at..this present time. 
You are now ready to go out before 
the world and try to bring them into 
your way of thinking. Any future edu- 
cation will depend on your ability to 
learn from life’s unlimited resources. 
Perhaps in a few days you will lay 
aside your diplomas, and thirty years 
from now will probably have forgotten 
all about them. Nobody will ask you 
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to exhibit your diplomas as a guaran- 
tee of your education. You will go 
through the world demonstrating 
your knowledge by your conduct. You 
may feel this morning that you have 
learned some things you have studied 
from books, and have some knowledge 
that is important and necessary and 
will afford you great help as you go 
through life, but you will find later 
that everything we learn is not from 
books. You will probably visit some 
of your relatives out in the rural sec- 
tions and find that their twelve-year- 
old boy knows more about some things 
than you do. He knows how to hitch 
up the mule, when perhaps if you 
would undertake it, you would put 
the collar on upside down or back- 
ward, 

You have had, in school, an advan- 
tage over the average person. You 
have had spiritual training along 
with your literary work. You have 
had Spirit-filled instructors that have 
done their best. to instill in you faith 
in God Almighty. They have taught 
you the morals that we as professed 
Christians should hold; their influ- 
ence upon your lives has helped to 
mold your future. Many people have 
not had that opportunity. Neverthe- 
less, the diploma that you receive here 
will not guarantee you success in the 
future. For you the battle of life has 
only begun. 

Life is mostly what we make it. It 
is not merely existence, but consists 
of conditions, attitudes, conduct, oc- 
cupation and character. Life is made 
up of a number of things. For you to 
succeed in life means that you are 
able to enjoy life in its fullest extent, 
because of these various things about 
which you are concerned and prac- 
tice.

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published in the Sunday School Times 
several years ago. 

“It was the night before the Inter- 
collegiate Games. The captain stood 
under my room on the fifth floor of 
Old North and called up to me that 
I was to run the mile the next day at 
Berkeley Oval in New York. That shout 
in the dark gave me one of the great- 
est thrills of my life, 

“Two o’clock the following after- 
noon found me in the Yale training 
quarters at the Oval. The captain was 
ostentatiously cool and collected. He 
told me that Yale, the Freshman 
Class, and nearly all other right- 
minded, civilized people were anxious 
to have me win the Intercollegiate

Mile that day. I was entirely willing 
to oblige them. 

“Then old Mike Murphy, the best 
trainer the world has ever known, 
muttered some advice in my ear about 
not getting pocketed and laying back 
until the last quarter. Sid, the rubber, 
slapped a handful of raw alcohol on 
my bare back, gave my legs a fare- 
well rub, and some one_ shouted 
through the door: ‘Last call for the 
Mile.’ 

“The next moment I was out upon 
the track, which was ringed around 
with stands full of shouting, cheering 
spectators. Thirty or forty of us con- 
testants got on our marks in three 
lines that stretched clear across the 
cinder path. 

“ ‘Get set,’ the starter shouted. Then 
came the bang of a pistol—and we 
were off. 

“One of the boys who ran that day 
was an almost unknown runner, 





representng a small school. At the 
first corner, while fighting the lead, 
he was accidentally spiked and 
thrown headlong. One of his legs was 
gashed by the long spikes on the shoes 
of another competitor, and his hands 
and face were cut by the sharp cind- 
ers. By the time he had struggled to 
his feet again, the whole field was 
thirty yards ahead of him. 

“He had fallen. His face was black- 
ened and bleeding. He was left far 
behind. It seemed hopeless for him 
to go on. Nevertheless, he started 
after that crowd of runners as brave- 
ly as if nothing had happened. 

“All around the first lap he re- 
mained behind them all. Little by 
little, however, he began to cut down 
the lead of the runners nearest to 
him, and by the end of the first half 
he was among the laggards of the 
race, twenty yards or so back of the 
leaders. 

“Then came that bitter third 
quarter. There is nothing in athletics 
harder than the third quarter of a 
fast mile. One has already run. a half 
at full speed and there is still another 
quarter to come. An iron band seems 
to tighten around one’s chest. There 
is the salty taste of blood in the 
mouth, and one longs desperately to 
give up and fall down and rest. 

“Yet that boy who. had been last, 
blackened and bleeding, with set 
teeth, cut down one faltering runner 
after another of those farthest be- 
hind, until, as the leaders neared the 
finish of the third lap, they heard 
behind them the pad, pad of flying 
feet coming nearer and nearer. 

“In another moment the pacemak- 
ers had reached the fourth quarter, 
and a deeptoned bell signaled the be- 
ginning of the last lap, while the 
cheers of the crowd swept across the 
track like a storm. 

“The sound was like a spur to the 
speed of that boy who had been last. 
He shot by a little group of runners, 
and in the backstretch was hard up- 
on the heels of the four leaders. As 
they swung around the last corner 
into the home-stretch, those four, 
who were in front, heard the sound of 
flying feet approaching them from 
behind, and knew that the race that 
day was to be fought out by five in- 
stead of four. 

“As all five of them swung into the 
home-stretch, the spectators leaned 
forward from the stands and called 
upon the runners by name for one 
last desperate effort. No one called 
to the boy who ran last of that quin- 
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tette, nor even knew his name. 

“At the finish a red strand of worst- 
ed was stretched breast-high across 
the track. The runner who first broke 
that cord was the mile champion for 
the coming year. There were grouped 
the judges and the timers, and to 
the men struggling toward it, that 
thin red line seemed to move back and 
back to an interminable distance. 


“The extreme limit of their endur- 
ance had been reached, and as their 
strength flagged, each runner called 
upon the very soul that was in him 
to help him bear the pain and carry 
him on to the finish. 

“Lurching and staggering with mor- 
tal weakness each one drew upon the 
last atom of strength in him for a 
final effort. A strange silence fell up- 
on the crowd, and in the stillness the 
rapid, labored breathing of the run- 
ners could be heard. 

“Suddenly, up level with the fourth 
man came the blackened gashed face 
of the last runner, and slowly drew 
away from him. Now the finish was 
only thirty yards away, and suddenly, 
beside the third man, showed that 
same disfigured face, whose staring 
eyes saw nothing but the goal. 

“That third man did his best and 
gave all that he had to hold to his 
place—I ought to know, I was that 
third man—but slowly and surely the 
boy who had fallen at the start drew 
away from him. Then he challenged 
the other two who were running neck 
and neck, and five yards from the 
finish drew up even with them. 

“For an instant that seemed a year, 
the three struggled for the lead, and 
then, at the very finish, the runner 
who had been left lying prostrate in 
the dirt when the race began, threw 
himself forward, broke the tape a 
scant inch ahead of the other two, 
won the race, and broke the Intercol- 
legiate Record for the Mile. 

“In forty years of athletics I have 
never seen again so gallant a finish, 
and to the day of my death never will 
I forget that race nor that runner.” 

There may be times when you 
stumble and fall, but there is only 
one thing to do, get up and go on. 
Never, never quit. The start is im- 
portant, but it is the finish that 
counts. 

We leave here today in most every 
direction to pursue our courses in 
life. Then in a few short years our 
heads are all turned gray. Life is 
practically over and we meet again 
to rehearse the experiences and esti- 
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mate our gain. Suppose you have 
established a college, erected a hos- 
pital, or civilized the heathen, but 
somewhere along the line you have 
left out or forgotten God. Our life 
will have been wasted, empty, and 
blank, What would we have to look 
forward to? Jesus said, “Without me 
ye can do nothing.” Again he said, 
“What does it profit a man if he 
gain the whole world and lose his 
soul. For a man’s life consisteth not 
in the abundance of things which he 
possesseth.” 

A minister visited one of his early 
classmates who had a very successful 
business career. He was shown the 
wealth and possessions of his early 
friend. Finally they sat down, and 
the minister said, “You have a lot 
down here; what do you have up 
yonder?” With a bowed head, he an- 
swered, “I am afraid I don’t have 
much up there.” “For a man’s life 
consisteth not in the abundance of 
things which he possesseth.” 

Suppose a man lives a good moral 
life, raises a good family, educates his 
children, has a good business career, 
and then dies without God, realizing 
his children are all unsaved. “Life is 
more than meat.” Solomon tried life 
under the most favorable circumstan- 
ces. He had riches, wealth, wisdom, 
luxuries, romance, pleasure and ease, 
all the heart could wish, but in the 
end he said it was all vanity and vex- 
ation of spirit. There is no way to 
succeed in life without God. You must 
have Him in your heart, in your home, 
and in your everyday life. Not in a 
mere pretence, but in absolute reality. 
You need to consult God about your 
everyday problems of life, about your 
domestic affairs, about your finan- 
cial affairs, about your physical con- 
dition. Some people do not believe that 
we need to go to God with small mat- 
ters, that the weather will take care 
of itself, that the doctor will take 
care of the children. But it is just as 
consistent to pray about the storm 
when it is about to wreck our homes 
as it was for the apostles to arouse 
Jesus when the storm was on the sea. 
It is just as consistent for you, as a 
father or mother, to lay your hand 
on your child when it is burning with 
fever and ask the Lord to heal it, as 
it was for Jesus to heal Peter’s wife’s 
mother when she lay sick of a fever. 
People will tell you that family prayer 
is old-fashioned, that it is only a 
habit, that it is unnecessary. Forty 
years ago fifty per cent of Christian 
homes had family prayer. Today it is

There is a great need in our 
churches for musical training. Too 
may churches are satisfied with 
having a quartet, trio, or duet to help 
the pastor in funerals and radio work, 
and let the choir do the best it can 
with just a very few that read music. 
I think it is just as pleasing to God to 
have a well prepared song service as 
it is for a preacher to have a well 
prepared sermon. 

“What can be done about it?” you 
may ask. Have at least one or two old- 
fashioned singing schools a year. 
What I mean by “old-fashioned” is to 
get down to business and learn to 
read “do, re, mi’s.” Now, there are 
those who think we should do away 
with the idea of learning to read vocal 
music by the “do, re, mi” system. Most 
of the singers who oppose the “do, re, 
mi” way have studied for years, are 
expert instrumentalists, and have ac- 
quired almost absolute pitch; but the 
average person doesn’t have time to 
do this. They CAN, however, hold 
their jobs and attend a two or three 
weeks’ school, where a good old- 
fashioned singing teacher can have 
them reading simple music, even by 
lines and spaces; and to make it still 
easier would be to learn shaped notes. 
Some professors will say, “What a pity 
for one to be able to read only shaped 
notes.” Yes, it is; but it is also a pity 
when a choir can’t read either one. 

Sometimes we have choir leaders 
who can’t read a note in the book and 
have to follow the pianist. In fact, the 
pianist is leading the choir leader, 
and he is up there waving his hand 
as if flagging a freight train, or, worse 
still, standing in one position with a 
woe-be-gone look on his face and 
keeping no time at all. Such singing 
can’t be much inspiration to a preach- 
er. 

Too often a good sermon is hard for 
the preacher to deliver because the 
song service was not that which would 
prepare the people for it; and some- 
times a good sermon is wasted because 
the choir was not able to sing the 
invitation with the proper effect. 
Sometimes, when the preacher has 
preached a good sermon, and there 
is conviction on the sinner, and he 
is ready to respond to the invitation, 
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by the time the pianist comes to the 
piano from way back in the church, 
and the choir leader fumbles through 
the book for a song, conviction is gone, 
and the service is a failure. 

We spend a lot of time and effort in 
our conventions and young people’s 
rallies trying to work out something 
for our young people to do so they 
will stay with the church. I wonder if 
we couldn’t hold them better if we 
could get them interested in learning 
to sing. 

It has been said that any church 
that can support a pastor could sup- 
port a singing school, but that is only 
true when the church and teacher 
have the cooperation of the pastor. 
The pastor’s presence in the class is 
a great inspiration to a class and 
teacher, but so often the pastor feels

coming. On the other side of the 
mountain John prophesies and speaks 
of the coming of Jesus, the Sun of 
Righteousness, the One whom we seek 
to come, In verse four the keyword 
“then” is used—“Then shall the of- 
fering of Judah and Jerusalem be 
pleasant unto the Lord, as in the days 
of OLD, and as in FORMER YEARS.” 
So, olden days and former years refer 
to the time before the coming of 
John and of Jesus. The pleasantness 
of the offering refers to the years 
after His coming. 


Verse 5, “And I will come near to 
you to judgment; and I will be a swift 
witness against the sorcerers, and 
against the adulterers, and against 
false swearers, and against those that 
oppress the hireling in his wages, the 
widow, and the fatherless, and that 
turn aside the stranger from his right, 
and fear not me, saith the Lord of 
hosts.” In these few verses the Lord 
has declared His judgment against the 
sorcerer, adulterer, false swearer, and 
the oppressor of the hireling in his 
wages, and then in verse seven He 
states, “. . . Return unto me, and I 
will return unto you, saith the Lord 
of hosts. But ye said, Wherein shall 
we return?” He answered by asking a 
question, “Will a man rob God?” That 
is a good question, “Will a man rob 
God?” He said, “Yet ye have robbed 
me in tithes and offerings.” The tithes 
are the tenth part, and the offering 
is the part which is cheerfully given 
from the ninety per cent that we re- 
tain after giving God His portion. The 
sad part of it is in verse nine, where 
He said, “Ye are cursed with a curse: 
for ye have robbed me, even this 
whole nation.” The selfishness of the 
rich man that heard the voice of God 
thunder from heaven, “Thou fool, 
this night thy soul shall be required 
of thee,” is the thing that brought 
him to his sad fate. The judgment 
was not only against the false swearer, 
the oppressor, adulterers, and sorcer- 
ers, but those who rob God of His 
tithes, also, 

It is the same principle that causes 
a man to rob God of the tithes that 
rightfully belong to Him, as well as 
the offerings to be given for the sup- 
port of the orphans, missions, build- 
ing of churches, parsonages, and oth- 
er things to propagate the gospel, as 
that that actuates the false swearer, 
the oppressor, sorcerers, etc. It is evil 
to rob God. 
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In verse 10 he states: “Bring ye all 
the tithes into the storehouse (that 
storehouse is not the preachers pock- 
etbook, but it is the treasury of the 
church), that there may be meat in 
mine house, and prove me now here- 
with, saith the Lord of hosts, if I will 
not open you the windows of heaven, 
and pour you out a blessing, that 
there shall not be room enough to 
receive it.” This can be both spiritual 
and temporal, and it is so exemplified 
in the lives of many who have the 
victory today, because they have been 
willing to give God His part. 


Verses 13-15: “Your words have 
been stout against me, saith the Lord. 
Yet ye say, What have we spoken so 
much against thee? Ye have said, It 
is vain to serve God: and what profit 
is it that we have kept his ordinance, 
and that we have walked mournfully 
before the Lord of hosts? And now we 
call the proud happy; yea, they that 
work wickedness are set up; yea, they 
that tempt God are even delivered.” 
This was the cry of Israel when they 
saw that the wicked were prospering 
and were set up. Even those that 
tempted God were delivered. How- 
ever, they forgot to realize that there 
was a reckoning time coming at a 
later date. 

In verse 16 we find the key word 
again. “THEN they that feared the 
Lord spake often one to another: 
and the Lord hearkened, and heard 
it, and a book of remembrance was 
written before him for them that 
feared the Lord, and that thought 
upon his name.” That book of remem- 
brance will be kept for those who 
serve Him today and speak often to 
another. In connection with that 
blessing, verse 17 states, “And they 
shall be mine, saith the Lord of 
hosts, in that day when I make up 
my jewels; and I will spare them, 
as a man spareth his own son that 
serveth him.” This certainly is New 
Testament scripture pointing directly 
to the day when the Lord makes up 
His jewels by gathering His children 
home, 

The key word is used again in verse 
18. “THEN shall ye return, and dis- 
cern between the righteous and the 
wicked, between him that serveth God 
and him that serveth him not.” 


Now if you will notice the fourth 
chapter of Malachi, you will see the 
judgment of the wicked, the prophecy 
of the millennium and the destruction 
of the wicked, who take their stand 
against the saints. That, too, belongs

In verse 13 we note: “Do ye not 
know that they which minister about 
holy things live of the things of the 
temple? and they which wait at the 
altar are partakers with the altar?” 
This is the example of the Levites, liv- 
ing of the tithes that were sent into 
the temple for their work. The apostle 
Paul again gives an example here, 
and then he goes on to verse 14, and 
says, “Even so hath the Lord ordained 
that they which preach the gospel 
should live of the gospel.” What is 
the method? Bringing the tithes into 
the storehouse that there may be 
meat in mine house, that the Lord 
might open the windows of heaven 
and pour you out a blessing that 
there will not be room enough to con- 
tain it, Doth God take care for oxen? 
Yes, if the man who owns the ox has 
sense enough to feed him. Does God 
care for the ministry? Yes, if people 
who are fed by the message that he 
preaches have God-consciousness and 
love for the truth enough to support 
him, 

Verse 15, “But I have used none of 
these things: neither have I written 
these things, that it should be so done 
unto me: for it were better for me to 
die, than that any man should make 
my glorying void. For though I preach 
the gospel, I have nothing to glory of: 
for necessity is laid upon me; yea, woe 
is unto me, if I preach not the gospel! 
For if I do this thing willingly, I have 
a reward: but if against my will, a 
dispensation of the gospel is com- 
mitted unto me.” So the apostle Paul 
said, “Whether you tithe or whether 
you don’t I am going to preach the 
gospel just the same.” That is why a 
number of good men are working to- 
day in the mines or in the fields and 
other places, and they take time out 
when they are worn and tired in 
body to carry the gospel, whether they 
are paid or not. If we love God and 
are willing to give our time and talent 
to the furtherance of His cause, we 
will not suffer the ministry to sacri- 
fice beyond their means, and we will 
help them by giving them the tenth 
that belongs to Him, which He has 
ordained for them. Amen.
